Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 13.—One 
of the live questions this session l» e- 
fore the Indiana Legislature will be 
tfie 
status of the State Board of 
Agriculture, and the relation of the 
State to that organization and to­ 
ward the. State Fair which the Bo-.rd 
holds each year under quasi 
State 
auspices. 
The legislative visiting committee, 
in its report just 
made, “takes a 
fall” out of the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture and in effect suggests 
the 
aboltion of *he outfit and the organ­ 
ization of an Indiana Department of 
Agriculture somewhat on the order 
of the department maintained bv the 
government, 
for co-operation 
with 
the Washington department on con­ 
structive and educational lines. 
“Taking over the Board,” as sug­ 
gested 
by 
the 
legislative visiting 
committee, would mean the assump­ 
tion of considerable indebtedness by 
the State, according to those 
who 
have looked into the matter. 
As to 
the statement of the legislative visit­ 
ing committee that the State Board 
of Agriculture twice “refused” 
to 
supply the legislative committee with 
a report, Secretary Charles F. 'Ken­ 
nedy of the Board asserts that the 
said report was not available when 
called for, being in the hands of the 
printer and not yet completed. 
He 
points* out that the printed report 
since has been placed in the hands 
of every member of the Legislature. 
So the “flare-up” between the legis­ 
lative committee and the State Board 
of Agriculture seems to have sub­ 
sided to a mere flicker. 
It is generally* known that “in law 
and in fact,” as -an attorney states 
it the Indiana State Board of Agri- 
cqleure has similar if npt the same 
standing wkh the State that is en­ 
joyed, for example, by Indiana Un­ 
iversity. 
By the way, 
the legislative com­ 
mittee, 
in suggesting that a 5 cent 
levy be laid in place of the present 
2.8 cent tax levy, on behalf of the 
three state schools, Indiana Univer­ 
sity, 
Purdue 
University 
and 
the 
State 
Normal 
School, 
apparently 
seeks to forecast the probable deci­ 


sion of the Legislature on this very 
important educational issue. 
At the 
same time the educational institu­ 
tions will seek by all means to im­ 
press the law-makers with the actual 
needs of the three big state schools, 
insisting that a 7 cent levy is neces*- 
sary. 
Between the suggestions of the 
legislative visiting committee and the 
request made by the three state 
schools, it may be noted, there is q 
disparity of more than $1,000,000— 
the difference being 
$1,162,00 9 per 
year to be more exact. 
Each cept 
levied upon each $100 of taxables, 
under the present valuation of prop­ 
erty for taxation, means some $38 1,- 
000 annually in revenue. 


It is apparently difficult to see 4iqw 
the educational 
interests—those in 
responsible charge of the three big 
state schools, <*ould be a million dol­ 
lars “in error” when it comes to es­ 
timating their reeds. 
Just now it 
appears that .public opinion stands 
for a 7 cent 
levy 
for 
the 
state 
schools rather than for the 5 cent 
proposition, involving, as the latter 
estimate does, a cut of more than a 
million a year in the program laid 
down by those in charge 
for 
Hie 
proper developement of the schools. 


Here in Indiana there is a well-de­ 
fined conviction that the educational 
system must be restored to high 
standards and there 
properly 
and 
wisely maintained. 
The three state 
schools are looked upon by the tax­ 
payers as important factors in ihe 
educational system. There is no dis­ 
position 
anywhere to continue a 
niggardly policy in dealing with Hie 
demonstrated 
needs in 
the 
state 
schools. 
Of course it is necessary for those 
in charge 
to make a fair and full 
showing of their actual necessities, 
and to show that their plans for en­ 
largement, 
betterment and develop­ 
ment are in 
accord 
with the best 
modern 
thought, 
method and pro­ 
gress. Having made this showing, it 
is believed the state schools will find 
the new administration and the leg­ 
islature 
prepared 
to do the right 
thing in the way of providing the 
money required.

CHRISTMAS SWEETS. 


This year, as the supply of sugar Is 


ample, we may Sgain indulge in some 
of the delicious home-made candies 
and cakes. In homes where there Is an 
abundant supply of maple sirup and 
houey (if you keep a tree and a bee) 
j-ou are independent, as most dainty 
sweets may be made from these. Maple 
sirup makes the most creamy, fine 
flavored fondant If boiled undisturbed 
to the soft, ball stage. Pour as usual 
on a marble slab or buttered platter 
and when cold beat to a cream and 
finish in the usual manner. 


Pralines. 


Boil one pound of .dark brown sugar 


with just enough water to dissolve it, . 
until it threads a fine strand from the 
end of a fork. Stir in one pound of 
pecan meats and when evenly mixed 
drop by spoonfuls on a marble slab or 
buttered platter. 
Flatten and round 


each one and, when cool, take up and 
pack in a cool place. They keep any 
length of time if kept dry and cool. 


Peanut Candy. 


Shell and r,oll with a rolling pin, one 


quart of peanuts. To two pounds of 
light brown sugar add six ounces 
(twelve tablespoonfuls) of butter, boil 
stirring constantly ten minutes, count- 
ing the time from, the first bubble. Add 
the nuts just before turning out Mark 
in squares before it gets hard. 


Molasses Candy. 


Take three cupfuls of molasses, one 


cupful of brown sugar, beat three min- 
utes. Boil until it hardens in water, 
add one tablespoonful of butter, one 
teaspoonful of soda, and one table- 
spoonful of boiling water in which the 
soda is dissolved- Remove from the 
fire, pour on buttered plates and cool, 
P.ull when cool enough to handle. 


Peanut Butter Fudge. 


Place two cupfuls of sugar and two- 


thirds of a cupful of milk in a granite 
sauce pan, stir until dissolved, then 
loil until the mixture forms a soft ball 
n cold water. Remove from the fire, 
add four tablespoonfnls of peanut but- 
ter, stir until melted then beat until 
creamy. Add one teaspoonful of va-
